and when supine idleness was fast becoming not only common 
but agreeable to thousands. No real hardship was inflicted ; 
no general injustice was done :—all that can with fairness be 
alleged against either Boards of Guardians or Relief Commit- 
tees is that, having to deal with vast and miscellaneous num- 
bers, they were compelled by the pressure of circumstances to 
deal out the same measure to all, and that the industrious and 
careful and honest workman occasionally came in for some of 
the suspicion and sternness which his greedy and lazy and 
drinking neighbour had earned most righteously. 


However, all that is over for the present, and over, we hope, 
for good. A stricter and more frugal system is being steadily 
introduced as subscriptions are dying cut and the funds still 
in hand are in rapid process of exhaustion. But we must 
profit by the warning we have had and leok ahead. It is 
almost certain that this pressure—this insufficiency of work 
and wages—will last for many months, and may last even for 
a couple of years, in a chronic though a mitigated form. 
Under almost any circumstances, the emergence into a sound 
and healthy condition must be gradual and may be very slow. 
It is clear that voluntary subscriptions on anything like the 
seale of last year will not be forthcoming ; and it is clear also, 
we think, that, if they were, their continuance would not be 
desirable. Now that the calamity has become chronic and 
has assumed something like a fixed and determinate character, 
it can no longer be safely dealt with by temporary aid, or by 
amateur administrators, or by empiric remedies, or by 
spontaneous and fluctuating charity, which will always be at 
the mercy of reckless writers like Mr Kingsley and Dr Bridges. 
It is clear, finally, that it will never answer for a continuance 
to have two distinct sorts of administrators and distributors— 
official Boards of Guardians and volunteer Relief Committees— 
working among the same population,—inevitably encouraging 
imposture and ensuring waste. What, then, is to be done? 
What plan must we adopt, and how can we most promptly, 
gently, and successfully bring that plan into operation ? 


The Bill passed early this Session—with such modifications, 
if any, as experience and further consideration may suggest— 
will unquestionably enable Board of Guardians to raise money 
enough for any amount or system of relief, and probably to 
allot this with some degree of fairness between occupancy and 
ownership. As far as the means are concerned, therefore, we 
need not anticipate any serious difficulties, though the burden 
to be borne will assuredly be heavy. The perplexity 
lies in the mode of administering these means.—The 
first point that is clear is that, as we must not face 
another winter with two administering bodies, the whole 
business must be concentred into the hands of one, What 
is that one body to be, and how should it be constituted? On 
the one hand, the Relief Committees, however valuable for a 
passing casualty, are by nature unfitted for permanent action 
or existence. Their members are not selected for their fitness, 
but are volunteers moved only by sentiments of charity, and 
therefore liable to go astray in a dangerous direction. The 
best qualified men among them—the menof knowledge, of firm- 
ness, of grasp of principle—are usually the most fully oceupied 
in other avocations, in public business which they cannot shirk, 
in private commerce which they must not continue to neglect. 
If the Relief Committees were to prolong their functions, they 
must soon fall almost entirely into the hands of the clergy, of 
unoccupied or retired gentlemen, or of the octane and 
soft-hearted Dorcases, male and female, who swarm every- 
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where. A worse composition for the purpose could not be 
imagined. These bodies, therefore, will obviously not serve 
the desired aim. s 

On the other hand, ordinary Boards of Guardians naturally 


| fall into the habit of regarding pauperism as a crime rather 


than an unavoidable misfortune ;—and in thus regarding and 
treating ordinary pauperism, they may not be far wrong. 


| They feel too,—naturally also,—that their duty is nearly as 


| 
| 








much to save the pockets of the ratepayers whose servants they 
are, as to take care of the paupers whose benefactors and pro- 
tectors they have officially become. These two combined 
feelings are nearly sure to render them unjust and harsh 
towards cases like those of the unemployed factory operatives, 
who had nothing, and still have little, in common with the 
usual mass of either casual or regular applicants for parish aid. 
They are, therefore, nearly as ill-qualified, though by different 
defects, as the Relief Committees for dealing with a prolonged 
and peculiar crisis like that which lies before us. 

The law, too, is scarcely better adapted than the law ad- 
ministrators for application to a case which was wholly beyond 
its scope or contemplation. But the deficiencies of both may, 
we think, be remedied by a contrivance which has of late 
much occupied the minds of practical men on the spot who 
have learned by experience all the difficulties of the conjunc- 
ture. It has been suggested that the Government should 
take some portion of the burden on their own shoulders in 
whatever form may be deemed least objectionable ; and that 
in consideration of this share they should be empowered to 
appoint, as assessors to each Board of Guardians in the dis- 
tressed districts, one or more official persons who should act 
with the elected and the ex-officio members, and should be 
authorised to relax the stringent provisions of the Poor Law 


| (within specified limits), so as to accommodate its operation 


to the anomalous circumstances of the time, and assist the 


| Guardians in making the just and necessary discrimination 


between the regular paupers and the industrious operatives 
whom an accident has brought to destitution. In some 
scheme of this sort lies, we are satisfied, the most hopeful way 
out of our difficulties ;—and we think that the Central Relief 
Committee should employ the few months that lie before it 
ere its funds come to an end in preparing to hand over its 
functions to such a body as we have hinted at, and in smooth- 
ing over the transition from one system to another—from a 
comparatively liberal and lax to a comparatively rigid and 
formal one. If, as Colonel Wilson Patten informed us the 
other day, they have only about 30s a head left, they can 
scarcely begin too soon. 

In what way the modified Boards of Guardians ought to do 
their work—whether they should assist in the expatriation of 
any portion of the factory population—to what extent they 
can dispose of them in other manafacturing occupations— 
whether any really serviceable and fitting labour-test can be 
applied—whether, and how far, useful works can be under- 
taken or hastened in order to provide artificial employment for 
the superabundant hands,—these are questions which may and 
must be left to the discretion of those best qualified to judge 
and most responsible for action. Our views as to emigration 
we have already explained at some length. We are not very 
sanguine as to undertaking public works inaugurated ad hoc. 
These are almost necessarily out-door works, fitter for navvies 
than for spinners and weavers, and usually require a con- 
siderable expenditure in other ways than mere wages, such as 
impoverished parishes would find it embarrassing to raise. 
Government might perhaps do something in this line, but 
scarcely very much. We have no faith in any obviously 
artificial labour-test. The best, and probably the only efficient 
labour-test in a case of this kind, would be the natural one 
which we trust will be resorted to—viz., the reopening of as 
many mills as possible at somewhat reduced rates of wages 
and for the manipulation of such cotton as can be procured. 
Much, however, may no doubt be done in providing for the 
comfortable removal of qualified hands to the seats of the 
linen and woollen trades, which have profited and increased 
in consequence of the discomfiture of cotton—a process which 
has already begun and is going on perhaps as fast as is 
practicable. By a judicious combination of such measures— 


| by judicious activity and judicious patience—by the gradual 


rise in the price of cotton goods owing to the exhaustion of 
accumulated stocks—by the gradual fall in the price of the 
raw material owing to the increased production in Syria, Peru, 
Brazil, Egypt, and India—we may fairly hope that every

STATE AND PROSPECTS OF THE ITALIAN KINGDoy! 


THE troubles under which a large section of our People ayy j 


suffering at home, and the varying fortunes and exgj 

issues of the contest in America, have placed in abeyance fg 
a time the deep interest which we habitually feel in the| 
prospects of restored Italy. That country herself, too, has) 


been quiet since Garibaldi’s expedition, and has done nothing { 
to call attention to her affairs,—and that is always a hopelgl| 
sign. In truth there is much in her condition to warrgi) 
hope, though undeniably also much to give cause for gray) 
We will begin with the last features of the cage, | 


anxiety. 
In the first place, the anomalous condition of Rome andj 
Venice keeps up a perpetual source of irritation and danger, | 
Discontented, suffering, and unattached, miserable themselyg| 
and seeing their brethren happy, prosperous, and sanguine | 
around them, alien in Government and administration, ang) 
vehemently desired by the people of whom they ought to) 
form a, part,—they act as the presence of a foreign body acts | 
in the human constitution; they prevent repose and ta 
menace outbreak. In the next place, brigandage in thelj 
Neapolitan States still makes good its ground. Scarcely any | 
real progress has been made towards putting it down. Ta| 
miles from Naples in every direction neither travelling nor} 
residence is safe. Deputies have passed months in that city, | 
and have been unable to visit their constituencies at the 
distance of a couple of days’ journey. This brigandage is| 
maintained entirely from Rome and is Bourbonite in its 
character. The bands of robbers are in fact lawless guerillas, 
in the pay and acting under the orders of Francis IL, issuing 
from the Roman frontier to lay waste and to slay, andl 
retreating when hard pressed to take shelter under the double} 
eegis of the Pope and the Frencharmy. To clear a countryal} 
such ruffians under these circumstances would be difficult for] 
any one, even for the most skilful and resolute administrators 
Now the Piedmontese administrators are not skilful. And] 
this brings us to the third gloomy feature in Italian politics 
La Marmora, who for some time has been at the head of 
affairs in the Neapolitan provinces, though an able and honest} 
man and an excellent War Minister, has not shown himself} 
competent to deal with the Civil Government of a disturbed 
and semi-civilised district, and it is not easy to find any | 
better man to succeed him. The fact is that the stated} 
Italy at present requires, and will for some years requité,a} 
body of administrators of unusual talent and experience} 
and such men do not exist. None of the Italians, except’tht 
Piedmontese, have had any opportunity till within the lat 
two or three years of learning this difficult and delicate attj} 
and the habits of the Piedmontese were formed in too narrow] 
and too small a school to’ qualify them for dealing willl 
questions so large and interests so complicated as those now 
committed to their charge. It is one thing to manages 
small and insignificant State, and another to manage a Kingdam 
which has expanded nearly to the dimensions of an Empitt 
full of incongruous elements and surrounded by special em 
barrassments. Thus far the Italian politicians, though ad- 
mirable Parliamentarians, have not as a rule made firm @ 
masterly governors.—And in the last place, their Monareb, 
except as a soldier of zeal and courage, has no 
qualities, and, indeed, scarcely any good quality at all. Bey 
is not a wise ruler; he is not a loyal master; he is nob a} 
worthy gentleman ; he is easily led, and he is led by womem) 
He is, in fact, almost a greater difficulty to his country thas 
either France, Rome, or Venice. a 
But a danger, still graver than all these, remains behind= 
a danger that besets most young and struggling Sta 
embarrassed and inadequate finances. Few nations have had 
greater difficulties to meet at the outset than the [taliam 
Their expenditure is regularly far larger than their incom} 
and it is by no means clear how they can either diminish 
former or increase the latter. Their existence depends up 
their power to keep up a large and well-appointed army; 
they have the first military Power on the Continent for am 
croaching, capricious, and dictatorial Protector,—and te} 
second military Power for a vigilant and implacable fo 
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fiey must be powerful, or they are lost. But this indispen- 
‘able army is the greatest imaginable drain on their resources. 
A + their finances stand thus:—At starting they had

The annual ordinary expenditure is 32,840,000/, and 
annual ordinary revenue 21,840,000, leaving an apparent 
ganval deficit of 11,000,000/. This is a frightful budget, no 
doubt. Minghetti hopes to meet it partly by the loan (just 
taken by Rothschild), which is to bring in 28,000,000/ to the 
Bachequer, partly by the gradual sale of public domains, 
Church property, &c., and partly by the regular improvement 
of the ordinary revenue, which appears certain in fact but in- 
talculable in amount. How far these hopes are over-sanguine 
wewill not take upon ourselves to decide. Under any cir- 
tamstances the balance sheet is not one which a Finance 
Minister can contemplate without anxiety. 
The favourable features of the case are these :—In the first 
freedom has brought its usual results of energy and 
\\¢nterprise. Everywhere torpor is giving way to activity; in- 
dustrial occupations are taking a bound forward such as was 
never seen in the old sleepy days of restriction and oppression, 
and the Italians, many of them at least, are by nature indus- 
trious as well as frugal ; ships are building, railways opening, 
wd tariffs liberalising. The receipts of revenue are steadily 
increasing, and the whole country wears an aspect of life and 
ity which strikes even the passing visitor. If it can 
aly have peace, Italy bids fairto be one of the richest and 
most flourishing nations in the world. 

Then for the present they have both a decent Ministry and 
adefinite and settled policy. Ratazzi is gone—overthrown by 
public indignation and by the sure operation of his own 

i and inconsistent intrigues. Garibaldi has retired 
to his farm, a wiser and a sadder man, and will probably not 
again disturb his country’s quiet. Farini has been obliged 
to resign the cares of office, to which his health was no longer 
equal. His successors, among whom Minghetti and Peruzzi 
are the two most eminent, are honest and able men, without 
being either brilliant or remarkable. They are well supported 
by the Chamber, and have clear ideas and resolute intentions 
ts to the course which it behovesthem to pursue. They have 
no desire to disturb the peace of Europe. Satisfied that 
sooner or later both Rome and Venice must fall to the King- 
dom of Italy,—but satisfied also that they cannot now 
see either of them forcibly,—they are resolved to await the 
fulness of time and the opportunity which never fails 
those who have at once patience, vigilance, and prompti- 
fade, At the same time, knowing that not only their 

litafety but their completion depends upon their strength, 
they are resolved to be ready to meet any emergency, and to 
make the most of any opportunity that may turn up. They 
have an army of nearly 400,000 men, which General La 
is gradually disciplining to be one of the finest and 


Upon their resources at present, but they trust that it will 
Tepay its cost tenfold at some future time. They believe 
the time cannot be far distant when the great unsettled 
questions of Europe will come up for solution ; and that when 
day arrives, the Monarch who is master of 400,000 well- 
amed and well-officered troops will be an ally whom every one 
court, and who, therefore, will be able to command his 
own terms.

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THE FINANCE OF GREAT BRITAIN. 
RETROSPECT AND PROSPECT.

3. Taxes on ordinary transactions which do diminish their 
number. Of these are our present heavy duties on the 
transfer of property,—not of landed property only, but also 
of share and debenture property. The extent which these 
duties diminish the number of the transactions on which they 
are imposed is incalulably great. If there were no stamp 
duties, the mass of share and debenture property would be 
held payable to bearer; it would be transferred by mere 
delivery ; it would be used as a security for loans, without 
publicity and without charge; it would be sold without 
expense and without formality, Mr Gladstone is about to 
issue Consol certificates which will have this advantage. 
But by a litile foresight and care we might extend it to all 
descriptions of share and debenture property. We might 
enable them all to be transferred by mere delivery as easily 
as an Exchequer bill. There is already a precedent for so 
doing: some of the East India railways are permitted to 
exempt the transfer of their debentures from duty by paying 
the amount of three transfers. It would be well worth while 
to extend this principle, especially to share property. The 
price of shares on the transfer of which no duty had to be 
paid, would always be higher than that on which duty had to 
be paid, and many Companies would be ready to pay an 
annual sum of moderate amount to enable their shares to be 
dealt in more easily, and to give them a higher value. 


Thirdly. There is a most unpopular part of finance, to 
which, notwithstanding its unpopularity, some attention should 
be paid. We have within the last few years augmented our 
debt materially. The following table shows very simply what 
has been our course :—

799,949,80, 
The reason is that we have made little effort to repay the 
loans which were made during the Crimean war. Several 
Exchequer bonds which were to be paid “like a bill of 
“exchange ”’ are still unpaid, although the time at which 
they first fell due is long past. The sinking fund which SirG. 
Lewis proposed to maintain out of the surplus revenue was 
swept away by Mr Disraeli with the consent of Parliament. 
It would be childish to propose to revive a great scheme for 
acting upon our debt after such a failure as the last. Sir G. 
Lewis's sinking fund was announced when he raised a loan, 
it might be almost said to be a condition of that loan ; in 
the case of a weak State without credit it would be so said ; 
it was sanctioned by an express resolution of Parliament ; it :

] : was framed on the best principle ; we borrowed in the stock 
most efficient in Europe. This is, of course, a fearful drain j 


in which most money could be raised most cheaply ; we were 
to employ our actual surplus revenue to a moderate extent in 


; the purchase of the cheapest stock which we could buy. Yet 


even this sinking fund was abolished at once with general 
approbation. No one can now, therefore, hope for greater 
success in a similar undertaking, for he cannot hope for even 
equal advantages. But a slighter operation might be proposed 
with some hope of success, for it is but a development of one 
which exists already. We now sell life annuities, and apply 
the proceeds to the reduction of the debt. This amount is at 
present very small; but there is no reason why it should 
not be increased. By offering better terms for the sale of life 
annuities than other people, we might sell any quantity of 
them which we liked. The process entails a certain increase 
of annual charge, but not a very great increase if the an- 
nuities created are long annuities; and it has the advantage 
of being the sole scheme by which our debt can ever be liqui- 
dated without calling upon Parliament at once for a large sum 
of money, which hardly any Government will like to ask for, 
and hardly any popular assembly will ever grant. 

For great wars, which preserve the existence of a nation, 
it is justified in charging the capital which it preserved. If 
posterity pays an annual charge, it may be glad to pay it, for 
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it would not have existed otherwise. But the cost of mere 
wars of ordinary administration, of which every generation has 
some, should be borne by each generation ; they should not 
be permitted to augment the taxation of those who come 
after. These principles are perfectly obvious and commonly 
admitted ; yet, as it is rather unpleasant to act upon them, we 
do not act upon them. 

On the whole, therefore, the general direction and principal 
aim of our future policy seem to be clear, though its details 
must depend on the circumstances of the moment, and on 
much which cannot be foreseen. We should acknowledge the 
reduction of the income tax to be one of the objects to which 
we should apply a part of our future means; but we should 
not consider it to have an exclusive and indefeasible claim. 
We should not at once relinquish the use of the great fiscal 
instrument with which we have effected so many reforms ; 
and for which we have still so much beneficial employment. 


HOW TO MAKE INDIA TAKE THE PLACE OF 
AMERICA AS OUR COTTON FIELD. 
[COMMUNICATED. ] 
Ovr great staple manufacture and one chief source of our 
national wealth and commercial power has grown up, as 
every one knows, in almost entire dependence on a foreign 
country for the supply of the raw material of that manu- 
facture. There was no want of warnings to point out the 
immense danger of such a dependence ;—that war with that 
foreign country was always a possible contingency ; that the 
raw material was produced by a system of slavery liable at 
any time to sudden collapse ; that this one source of supply 
| was always liable to serious interruption from epidemics, bad 
seasons, or civil war. Somebody or other was always warning 
us, and telling us to have more than one string to our bow, 
| and especially to look to our own Indian territory as a resource 
far less precarious than any other. We were wisely reminded 
that this would benefit us in three ways at once. It would 
save us from the liability to sudden disaster from an exclusive 
|| dependence on America; it would enormously benefit our 
|| Indian fellow-subjects by giving them the forty millions we 
had been giving to the Southern States; and we should get a 
‘ great part of the money back again from India in the shape 
|| of the orders for our manufactures which it would enable the 
Hindoos to send us. 

All this was indisputable; but whose business was it to 
make India give us the cotton we required? As we have said 
before, it was not the business of the manufacturers to antici- 
pate future contingencies, but to buy the cotton which suited 
them best wherever it came from. The Government of India 
had made some experiments in improving and extending cotton 
cultivation, but had failed lamentably. The consequence is 
that the disaster so long predicted has come upon us; and 
we have a million of people to support in Lancashire,—with 
no prospect of any material improvement in the state of things: 
machinery spoiling ; habits of idleness growing up; the influ- 
ence of the disaster widening daily, and extending to other 
classes besides the operatives and manufacturers. Nor must 
it be forgotten that the longer the civil war continues, the 
less able will America be to supply us when the war is over. 
Even taking the most sanguine view of matters, many years 
must elapse before the Southern States can be in a position to 
supply us as they did before the war. There will be State 
taxes increasing the cost of production ; heavy import duties; 

diminished and more costly labour, waste of capital, 
and substitution to a great extent of manufacturing for agri- 
cultural employment. 

If the Southern ports were opened to-morrow, and we got 
@ good share of the four million bales said to be waiting for 
us, the supply would soon be consumed, and then, at the most 
favourable estimate, we should not for many years get half 
the cotton we require. 

How is it, then, that India, which is said to produce eight 
millions of bales a year, which has a soil and climate of every 

| kind im its immense area, a large free population, a good 
Government,—conducted by ourselves,—a country which was 
always a cotton-growing country and’ once produced the finest 
sorts ever known,—how is it that India is not our resource in 
this terrible extremity ? The answers to this question are so 
numerous and contradictory, that those most interested in a 
satisfactory solution are bewildered, and nothing is done.

Since we last wrote on this subject, many facts have beey .

Now the general impression in the public mind jg] 
that India can grow any quantity, but that the gualj 
is so far from what is wanted that it can only be used 
for the coarsest textures, and that the bulk of our manufactures | 
must be at a standstill so long as we can only get Indigg/ 
cotton. This impression is due to the simple fact that the] 
great bulk of Indian cotton that comes to this country is aljks) 
short, coarse, and dirty. The impression is strengthened by 
the fact known to some people, that for many years the Bag, 
India Company spent a great deal of money in cotton farm. 
established for the purpose of improving the cultivation, which 
all failed. But facts have come to light recently which lead 
to a very different conclusion. The Government cotigy 
experiments failed because they were conducted by men who 
either were quite ignorant of their duties, or determined thai) 
the experiments should fail.

Pat this suggestion has not been acted on. Englishmen are 
from such an undertaking by hearing that without 
gnew contract law it would be impossible, and by doubts as 
tp whether there would be any steady and certain demand in 
for such cotton as they could get in India. They 
fer probably that the cotton they would get, after infinite 
trouble and risk, would be thrown back on their hands directly 
the civil war in America ceased and the slave-grown cotton 
wmwavailable. Nor is it certain that the Government would 
the “Licensing” scheme which we suggested. And 
Mr Shaw, with his long experience, says he is quite sure that 
if the whole Manchester Chamber of Commerce were landed 
in the cotton districts of India to-morrow, they would not be 
able to buy a pound of cotton direct from the ryots, but be 
obliged to do everything through the native money-lenders. 

But wHo, then, is to break down this monopoly, and teach 
the ryots what an immense profit they can derive from grow- 
ing a.cotton which sells for twice as much, and gives twice as 
mach to the acre, as what they grow at present? Govern- 
ment officials are the only persons who can do it; and that 
they can do it when intelligent, zealous, and qualified, Mr 
Shaw has proved in his own person : and this is the solution 
that he urges upon the public and the Government. He 
broke down the money-lenders’ monopely by going direct to 
the ryots, by proving to them that they could gain largely from 
the new kind of cotton, by enabling them through their 
profits.on it to rid themselves of their hereditary indebted- 
ness to the money-lenders,—and he did this without resorting 
tothe mischievous system of “advances.” 

“Official agency,” then, it seems to us, is the sole remedy 
for this great and serious dilemma. ll that is required is 
that the Government of India should carefully select a certain 
mmber of officers who, by natural bias for such pursuits, 
by knowledge of native character, and by personal disposition, 
ate fitted to do the work Mr Shaw did, and who should be re- 
lieved of all other duties for a time. When the Bombay 
Government found, after years of incredulity, that Mr Shaw’s 
cotton was eagerly sought for in Liverpool, and was making 
theDharwar ryots rich and independent for the first time for 
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that district unfitted it for exotic cotton. Lately, however, 
in a few of the villages of Belgaum least fitted for the culti- 
vation, the ryots have spontaneously adopted it, and grown the 
new cotton with great suecess, These villages were adjacent 
to the territory of the Nizam, who had introduced the Ameri- 
can cotton, and the ryots of our villages adjoining his had 
learned its value from their neighbours across the border ! 

We do not want the Government to go one step beyond 
their legitimate functions. When their servants have indueed 
the ryot to try the new seed, and shown him what kind is 
adapted to each separate locality, in what season it should be 
sown, when picked, and how it should be harvested and 
cleaned, the ryot will find that whether the English buyer 
comes to the ground or not, his fields will yield double 
what they yielded before. In the meantime, the gradual 
increase of a supply of cotton of the right kind will 
create a steady and permanent, instead of a fluctuating 
and uncertain deraand. Indian cotton will be more and 
more inquired for in the market, and English dealers 
will begin to settle in the interior, for the purpose of i 
direct from the cultivators. When these latter find they cam 
get a better price-from these Englishmen and can be sure of a 
steady sale to them, and that they are protected by the 
Government officials, they will acquire the habit of growing 
for them instead of the money-lender, and of supplying clean 
cotton instead of dirty, when they find the price depends on 
its cleanness. 

Under the existing state of things, the high prices which 
are given in Bombay for cotton of any kind are endangering 
the whole of the new and superior cultivation which has been 
growing up. As any cotton will sell,—no matter of what 
species, and no matter how dirty or adulterated,—the ryots in 
Dharwar, as elsewhere, are becoming utterly careless of quality ; 
and the better the quality, the more it is adulterated by cach 
successive dealer through whose hands it passes. 

To ask for such action on the part of Government as that 
now proposed is not to ask for anything inconsistent with the 
legitimate functions of such a Govermment as that of India, 
which is the guasi landlord of the country, and which has 
had repeatedly to act the part of pioneer in developing its 
resources. Where there is no intelligent population to lead 
the way, a Government must do what in more civilised 
countries can safely be left to private enterprise. The Govern- 
ment of India had to introduce steam-boats on the rivers, 
construct canals, make roads, introduce tea plantations, and 
conduct experimental cotton farms,—because these things 
would never have been done otherwise. To interfere now for 
the promotion of an improved and extended growth of cotton 
is not to interfere with the laws of supply and demand, 
but, as we have shown before, to enable those laws to 
operate, to remove the obstacles which at present impede their 
operation. We simply ask the Government to place the 
producer in direct contact with the European purchaser, to 
enable the former to know what the latter wants, to give him 
the benefit of the price which the latter is willing to give, 
to redeem the ryot of Bombay from hopeless beggary, and to 
save the artisans and manufacturers of Lancashire from ruin, 
and the whole nation from greater disaster. 

One word more : if this course is practicable and expedient, 
let attention be concentrated on it, and not diverted by other 
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centuries, they told their collectors in other districts to see 
what they could do to introduce the American seed there. 
But these officers were already overburdened with their own 
regular duties, and knew nothing about cotton,—the time to 
gow it, or the kind to introduce. It must be remembered 
that districts differing from Dharwar in soil and climate 
require a different variety of seed, and a different 

feason for sowing. The collectors, therefore, left the matter 
to their native subordinates, who, Mr Shaw says, were 
alin league with the money-lenders, and it. was the 
interest of the latter to keep out the new cultivation.

PROGRESS,AND PROSPECTS. 

L DRAINAGE. 
Wer have lately had just such aspell of dry weather as is best 
adapted to correct the evils of the moist and open winter of 
1862-8. There has been scarcely any rain since the beginning of 
March, and during that time much of the farm-work which in 
February was greatly in arrear has been ‘“‘ overtaken.” On nearly 
all kinds of soil the growing wheat looks remarkably well, not too 
forward, but short, vigorous, and dark-coloured. The dry weather, 
accompanied as it has been by a good deal of sunshine, has also 
acted beneficially on the grass land, which is looking green and 
healthy, and is fully a fortnight in advance of ordinary seasons. 
The great thing to be apprehended is the occurrence of severe 
night frosts during the May month, when promising grass crops are 
often much damaged. Two or three sharp frosts occurred last 
week, but the ground being very dry, and all growing plants being 
unusually hardy, no injury was done either to the wheat or the 
grass. Oats and beans are coming up strong and regular, while 
the barley is being sown in a well-prepared seed-bed. From the 
absence of frost during the past winter, the stronger soils have 
ploughed up sticky and hard, especially where attempts to move 
them have been made too soon after the cessation of the rains. 
Still, tillage has of late proceeded without a check, and spring 
crops bave been sown, and land has been prepared for roots, 
with better prospect of ultimate success than for several 
years past. The open winter had greatly economised pro- 
vender, turnips have proved better than expected, and hay 
is now cheap, consequently all kinds of store stock are 
dear. Cattle and-sheep are generally healthy, and the lambing 
season has, upon the whole, been a good one, though during the 
winter the ewes suffered a good deal from constantly recurring 
rains 


so far as regards the season and the state of the land, but the 
prices of grain warn us that large yields per acre can alone render 
corn growing profitable. During the past winter some draining 
has been done, but not to anything like the extent the interests of 
landlords and tenants require. To those landlords who have ridden 
across the country with hounds during last January and February 
the very ge want of draining must have been sufficiently 
apparent, but neither such personal experiences, nor the reports 
of tenants or agents, seem to act sufficiently on the landlord 
mind to induce any sufficient performance of that essentially 
landowner’s improvement, drainage. 
In a paper read by Mr Bailey Denton before the Royal 
Agricultu Society, on “The Effect of Under-Drainage 
on the Rivers and Arterial Channels of the Country,” he 
stated that of the 56 millions of acres in Great Britain, 22 millions 
of acres consisted of wet land, capable of improvement by draining, 
including therein lands already drained, which, however, do not 
exceed one million seven hundred thousand acres. Indeed, so 
much has been written and talked about draining during the past 
ten or twelve years, that an impression prevails that much more 
draining has been done than the facts warrant. The sums spent 
by improvement c»mpanies and with public money amount in the 
aggregate to about six millions sterling, which have drained about 
1,100,000 acres. And by far the greater part of the draining 
executed in Great Britain has been paid for with the borrowed 
money included in the above aggregate. Mr Denton says that of 
the 22 millions of acres requiring drainage, about nine millions of 
acres are clay lands, in which category he includes “‘ all soils having 
& proportion of alumina greater than fifteen per cent.” And it 
is on such land that the greater proportion of the drainage has been 
done. It is also satisfactory to learn that most of the draining on 
clay soils has been executed by parallel drains four-feei deep, which 
for such soils he admits to be the best system of drainage. On what 
he calls “‘ free soils ”"—meaning, as we gather, land where there are 
springs and some wet places, but which generally permit free perco- 
lation of water—he thinks the system of frequent parallel drains 
four-feet deep inapplicable. There drains often from five to 
seven-feet deep are required, but which are necessary only’,at 
much wider intervals than on clay soils, and the depths are not 
necessarily uniform. Indeed, Mr Denton’s plan seems to be a 
modification of the older system of Elkington. One case he re- 
ferred to in illustration of his views, a field on the estate of Mr 
Dent, in Yorkshire, did not appear in Mr Dent's mind to be con- 
clusive, and we suspect Mr Denton’s plan may sometimes be liable 
to induce landowners to place drains at too wide intervals, in land 
which Mr Denton himself would class as clay soils. 

On clay land, however, Mr Denton expressly says, ‘ You 
cannot put in too many drains,” and that ‘it is found practically 
clay land cannot be drained by means of test-holes. The expan- 
sive character of the soil, and the action of the atmosphere upon 
the sides of the test-hole, do not admit of the water passing from 
the test-holes to the drains with that ready response to the rain-

As to clay land, Mr Denton says: “The mode and result of 
draining it are fully understood, and but little advantage is to bg 
gained by discussion. It is the draining of the free soils which 
cannot be too much discussed, for with them it is possible tg 
moderate the too sudden discharge.” It is to be observed, that 
this paper was framed mainly with reference to the effect of 
drainage on rivers and other outfails, and the low lands liable tg 
be flooded. It is worthy of note that, although such comparatj 
small progress has been made in draining the wet lands of this 
country, the effect already produced in the Thames basin has 
* that the floods are advanced 24 hours in 72 hours within the last 
twenty years.” This shows the importance of improving our out. 
fall and arterial channels. 

We may here notice a correction of the sanguine expectations of 
the effect of drainage once entertained, viz., that heavy soil could 
be thereby rendered capable of much the same sort of management 
ment as was found profitable on the naturally light lands, whereas 
experience has shown that the systems of management on 5 

lands may be greatly improved, but cannot be materially alteral

Clay land cannot be made sheep land (save in the summer); it 
must not be poached or ploughed in when wet, and the pre 
caution of water furrows and the like can scarcely be dispensed 
with. Whilst on this subject we may mention that in a communi. 
cation just received from Mr Hewitt Davis, he says that the result 
of his experience is that all clay soils admit of being drained by 4. 
feet drains, at 27 to 36 feet distances, at the cost of from 4/ 10s to 
61 per acre; and that lighter soils requiring drainage may generally 
be drained at very much less.

The Southern Railway Company, or rather the bustling Credit 
bilier people who are at its head, are endeavouring to get up 
public agitation against the decision come to by the Government 
not to allow that Company to construct a railway from Cette, 
where its present line ends, to Marseilles, and so deprive the 
terranean line of all the traffic which comes to it from Bor- 
deaux and the intermediate places. Nothing can be more un- 
Teasonable than the pretension of the Southern Company. Under 
the railway system of France, different regions are awarded to 
t Companies,—the Eastern region to the Eastern Company, 
the Northern to the N orthern, and so on ;—and the understanding 
tome to between the Companies and the Government was, 
that the former should be subjected to no competition from 
mtruders, and should as far as possible be left to execute 
the secondary railways which might be needed in their rsspective 
regions. In virtue of this arrangement, the Southern Company has 
clearly no moral right to go to Marseilles, the terminus of the 
anean line, just as the Mediterrauean Company would 
have no right to construct a new railway from any point of its line 
to ux, one of the termini of the Southern Company. More- 
Over, the line irom Cette to Marseilles proposed by the Southern 
people is not required by the localities through which it passvs; 
and the execution of it would be enormously expensive, as it would 

to be carried over a long tract which at times is inundated by 
the sea. Not only the Government, but the Board of Public 
: are against the projected line, and the city of Mareeilles 
Wwelf has no desire for it. And this ig not all:—if the line were 
ted to the Southern Company, great injury would be done to 
Se shipping, not only as regards the trade between Cette 

Marseilles, but as regards that of infinitely greater importance 
ween Bordeaux and the Mediterranean. ‘hese being fatal ob- 
sions to the pretension of the Southern Company, it is sur- 
Prising that its Virectors and their supporters should push it with 
such pertinacity they do; but with certain people in this country 
Puvate interest overrules all public considerations. 
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The shareholders of the Western Railway held their annual 
meeting on the 30th March. The report presented by the 
Directors frankly admitted the year 1862 was far from being so 
favourable as 1861. ‘The year 1862,” it said, ‘was not favour- 
able to the interest of our Company, and a state of things which 
is to be regretted, existed, and the like of which, except in years 
of political crisis, had no precedent in the march of our traffic: the 
gross receipt of 1862 was for our main line notably inferior to that 
of the year 1861, and it was only very little superior to that of 
1860. Let us, however, remark that the year 1861 was favoured 
by exceptional circumstances. Thus the large vn sa of ‘grain, 
necessitated by the deficit in our harvest, which took place by the 
port of Havre amounted for our main line alone to 206,000 tons, 
and procured us a gross receipt of 2,000,000f. An extraordinary 
crop of apples, suitable for cider, in Brittany and Normandy per- 
mitted a large quantity of the apples to be sent into Picardy, and 
also procured us a large receipt. ae too, the war in. 
America had in 1861 begun to make a sensible diminution in our 
traffic, that diminution was still greater in 1862 : the cotton manu~- 
facture, which was sustained to some extent in 1861, became in 
1862 very slack, and our traffic, especially on the lines of Havre, 
Dieppe, and Fecamp, suffered very greatly from the misery which 
spread deplorably in a great part of the district which our 
old network serves.” The report referred to the negotiations 
which have taken place between the Government and the Com- 
pany relative to the modification of the conditions of 1858 and 1859, 
for the execution of secondary lines and embranchments, but ab- 
stained from entering into details respecting them, saying that the 
Government has not yet come to a definitive decision on the matter, 
and that a special meeting of the shareholders will before long 
be convoked to receive communication of the result. The report 
next gave an account of the expenses incurred by the Company for 
the construction of its main line, its ‘‘mixed network,” and its 
‘‘new network ’’—expenses amounting (deduction made of sub- 
ventions) to 613,156,212f; and, at considerable length and with 
much clearness, it described the state of the works on the lines now 
in course of execution. It next gave a mass of statistical and 
other information relative to the working of the different lines in 
late years. It then gave details respecting the result of the 
working of the lines last year, from which it appears that the 
receipts of the main line or old network were 46,489,371f 80c, 
of the mixed network 4,388,787f 82c, and of the new network 
457,806f 83c—total, 51,335,966f 45c. This was 2,803,000f less 
than in 1861. The receipts for the mixed and new network are. 
in virtue of the convention with the Government, to be employed 
in diminution of the cost of construction. To the 46,489,371f 80c 
of the main line must be added different sums for the rent of lands, 
for the share of the Company in the Ceinture Railway, for various 
receipts, and for the balance standing over from last year :—the 
total thus becomes 47,688,502 73c. Deducting from it the 
expense of working, amounting to 20,182,082f 13c, and various 
charges, interest on and paying off loans, &e., exceedi 
31,000,000f, there remains a balance of 11,034,970f 99c. Of this 
balance, 5,250,000f have been absorbed in the payment of 17f 50c 
per share as interest, and an equal sum is to be distributed as 
dividend. The greater part of the remainder,{534,970f 90c, is to 
be employed in repairing the way, the rest to be carried over 
to next year. 


In the meeting of the Orleans Company which has also just 
been held, the profits were stated to be sufficient to allow 
80,000,000f to be distributed to the shareholders. This makes 
100f per share, a portion of which has been already paid. 

The shareholders of the Entrepots et Magasins Generaux de 
Paris, which Company is about to be amalgamated with the Com-. 
pagnie Immobliére, are to receive 6 per cent. as interest for the 
first half of the present year. The shareholders of the Sous 
Comptoir du Commerce et de |’Industrie are to receive 5f per 
share, making the total revenue for the year 9f: the clear profits 
of 1862 were 535,725f. The Besseges to Alais Railway is paying 
39f'25c per share for 1862. 


The tax which the Government proposes to establish on stock, 
loans, and other securities of foreign Governments negotiated in 
France, is 50 centimes (a shade less than 5d) fur every 100f (42) of 
the nominal value and every fraction of 100/. In case the duty be 
not duly paid; the stock-broker or other person negotiating the 
security, and the possessor of it, are severally to be fined 10 per 
cent. of the nominal value. The tax is to come into effect from the 
lst Jan., 1864. 

Great alarm was occasioned some time back in the Protectionist 
camp by the adoption of certain reforms relative to the herring 
fishery, which had the effect of reducing the protection that fishery 
enjoyed. The Havre journa's relate a fact which not only proves 
the excellence. of the reforms, but demonstrates once more the 
pernicious effect of protection even to the interest protected. 
French fishermen have actually sold their herrings at London for 
a price higher than what they could obtain in their own ports 
where they enjoy protection.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

At Mark lane, to-day, there was less firmness in the English 
wheat trade than on Monday, and in the few sales effected prices 
gave way, in some instances, ls per quarter. Foreign wheat 
moved off heavily, and the quotations were barely supported. All 
descriptions of spring corn were a dull inquiry, at arooping cur- 
rencies. Barrel flour sold slowly, at about previous rates, and the 
trade for home and continental parcels was in a sluggish state. 
This week’s imports amount to 9,530 quarters of wheat, 4,310 
barley, 7,740 oats, 150 sacks and 6,970 barrels of flour. 

Whear, at Liverpool, this morning, was in fair demand, at 
Tuesday's currency. The flour trade, however, was dull; but in 
maize, a moderate business was transacted, on easier terms. 

The wheat trade at Alexandria, during the week ending March 
26, was somewhat inactive, owing to the Bairam holidays. Prices, 
however, ruled decidedly firm. The valne of Indian corn had an 
upward tendency, but cotton séed sold at previous rates. The 
annexed statement of transactions is furnished by Messrs Briggs 
and Co. :—Saide wheat, private trade produce, 2,050 qrs, 26s to 
292 6d; Bebeireh wheat, private trade produce, 125 qrs, 28s 3d ; 
Saide beans, 20 qrs, 30s; Indian corn, 3,760 qrs, 22s 6d to 
24s 9d; peas, 56 qre, 30s per quarter, free on board ; cotton seed, 
3,700 tons, 6/ to 7/ 15s.
